Why this Dispersion Sale? 


Our Shorthorn herd has always been maintained as a family project. Need- 
less to say it has been a very successful project from every angle, not only for 
ourselves but for those that have purchased breeding stock from us. 


My father, William S. Perkins was given a Shorthorn cow for a wedding 
present in the year 1886 and there have been Shorthorns in these farms ever 
since.
